OST of us still remember the days 
Those who do not wish to cut np their

Paisley or 


grandmothers 
wore 


camels-hair 
shawls. 


These shawls were handed rtown In 
families Ilk* old lace and family silver. 
They were treasured with such under- 
standing care that many of them are a« 
Kood today as when they were given 
as costly gifts to the original owner*. 


Th< writer often fancies that antiques 


are lonely In their unfamiliar surround- 
!•«•. and miss their accustomed care. 
Do they resent the neglect which al- 
lows moths to destroy their beauty, the 
carelessness which breaks threads of 
priceless lace, tho careless use of Md 
silver, which leaves it scratched and 
dented, and the abuse which It need- 
lessly heaped upon old furniture? 


But to return to shawls, fashion has 


r»c*ntly deigned to look upon them with 
favor, and they arc now coming in for 
notice, appearing In many guises. .Rus- 
sian blouses In the model worn outside 
•f the skirt In true Russian fashion ar« 
b«log made out of tho shawls, the black, 
white or red centres forming the body 
Hart, the deep fall below the waist, and 
the sleeve.*, while a trimming at the 
«eck Is formed oul of the borders. The 
fringe flnishe* the bottom of the gar- 
ment. 
A strip of the border is often 


used as a belt when the wooden bead or 
Itathtr girdle If not used. 


The borders are also used to make 
bags for shopping or e»«nlng us«. These 
bag* are variously mounted, the most 
artistic being In metals in o!d-world 
designs. A few with elaborately-carved 
>Tory frames are unusual If there hap- 
pens to b« a good d«*l of red or green 
In th« borders used. Tha dark borders 
way be made up with tortoise-shell fit- 
tings. Lining* ar« chosen to match the 
color that predominates In the border 
pattern.

Hhawls, for sentimental or other good 
reasons, may have them made Into 
evening wraps, artistically draped with 
the folds held In place by a slip-lining 
of satin.
